EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 



1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the 
changes and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be 
filed as provided by 37 CFR 1 .312.

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
prior art fails to teach a method of cleaning an oil scavenge tube of a gas turbine 
engine using the claimed process steps, wherein the gas turbine engine 
comprises a fan, compressor, combustion chamber, and a turbine including an 
annular rear turbine frame supporting a bearing which rotatably supports an aft 
end of a shaft, the engine including an oil scavenge tube of the turbine rear 
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frame. The prior art of record is directed to cleaning internal combustion 
engines. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no 
later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should 
preferably accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled 
"Comments on Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
